In a meeting this week, the 
Chaffey board of education ap- 
proved rules on dances prepared 
by the executive committee on 
school dances and a permit was 
granted for the junior college 
students to dance in the gym- 
nasium a week from tomorrdw 
night. 

Henry Merkle is chairman of 
the student committee in charge. 
Merkle is also president of the 
student Y. M. C. A. 

“Inasmuch as the parents and 
guardians of the students of 
the Chaffey junior college and 
high school have voted for 
school dances, the following 
recommendations are sent to 
the board of trustees for ap- 
proval,” read the introduction 
to the committee’s report. 

Four dances will be permitted 
junior college students and two 
dances for the juntor and senior 
high school students, all of 
them to be on the campus 
from 8 to 11:30 p.m., accord- 
ing to the rules. Only full-

on the campus Oct. 8. | 
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to the high school dances. Con- 
cerning fhe junior college danc- 
ers ‘the rules state: 

“While it is desired that only 
college people be in attendance, 
the dancing partners may be 
any proper young people ap- 
proved by the deans. No stu- 
dent in either the high school 
or junior college will be ad- 
mitted unless accompanied with 
a dancing partner.” 

At each dance there are to 
be at least eight sponsors, se- 
lected from the board of trus- 
tees, the administration, the 
faculty, the parents and from 
citizens who are prominent in 
ithe affairs of the district. Two 
supervisors of dancing are to 
be in attendance at all affairs. 

Concerning _ etiquette, the 
rules state: “all students shall 
be introduced by the sponsors 
on arriving at the dance and 
they shall bid the sponsors 
goodnight when leaving.”
